He had long since fin- 
ished his great philosephical work, “A 
System of Synthetic Philosophy,” and 
had lived to see it approved by the 
sclenitfic world. | 

He was born in 1820, in Derby, ir 
the heart of England, and was the son 
of Willlam George Spencer, a teacher. 
His education was an unconventiona! 
one, but in spite of encyclopediac 
knowledge that he Ataplayed in later 
years, he never attended college. He 
entered philosophy through his inter- 
est in the sciences that came to him 
while he was studying engineering. 

Spencer's influence upon philosophic 
and scientific thought In the nineteenth 
century was greater than that of any 
other man of his time save Darwin. 
He was the frst to definitely formu- 
late a theory of evolution, and give it 
universal application. 

Spencer stood alone as the most com- 
prehensive thinker of the century, in 
that he brought together the sum of 
human knowledge and treated the unl- 
verse from one viewpoint, He worked 
out, throug all fields of knowledge, his 
cosmic theory as thoroughly es if he 
had confined himself to but a single 
branch of science. } 

His life work was the “System of 
Synthetic Philosophy.“ The work was 
carefuly planned, and none knew bet- 
ter than the philosopher of Brightoa 
the tremendous amount of toil involved

in that plan which he forecasted more 


toiled on, year after year, keeping in 
sight the goal which he finally reac 

At the outset of his tremendous un- 
dertaking, he himeelf hardly dared to 
cherish the belief that he would live 
to complete it. It was finished in 1896, 
after thirty-six years of contin la- 
bor. Spencer devoted all his resources 
and every penny of his income to the 
realisation of his great ideal. He was 
frequently compelled to pause for lack 
of funds and on account of ili-health. 
His income from his books, mall in. 


many popular novels, all went to defray 
the cost of his extensive researches He 
declined all connection with any univer- | 
sities of his land, or with any inetitu- 
tion which he felt might hamper him. 

Spencer was engaged in the work of 
civil engineering from 1887 to 186; was 
subediter of the Economist from 1643 
to 1853, and for many years was a con- 
tributer to quarterly reviews. From 
1860 to 1896 he was engaged in the elab- 
oration of his theories upon evolution.

FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

The record of our foreign commerce 
for the past year, as shown by the 
annual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shows larger totals than 
those of any preceding year in the 
‘history of the country. The grand 
total of exports and imports amounted 
in value to the colossal agtregate of 
$2,446,860,916, as against $1,714,066,016 
for 1893, $1,547,020,316 in 1883, and 
$1,164,616,182 in 1873. Thus, as Sec- 
retary Shaw points out, “the incre-se 
in the last decade has been more than 
that of the two immediately preceding 
decades combined. The inrports of the 
year,” he continues, “exceeded by 
more than $100,000,000 those of any 
preceding year, and for the first time 
| passed the $1,000,000,000 line. The 
exports were larger than in any pre- 
ceding year, with the single exception 


the extraordinary demands of the 
home market, fell but $67,623,312 be- 
low those of that year. The total 
value of imports amounted to 51,025. 
719,237, and the exports aggregated in 
value 81.420, 141,67, showing a balance 
of trade in our favor of $394,422,442. 
This is a large trade balance, though 
it has been exceeded in former years. 
The large imports of the past year 
are a noticeable feature of the ro- 
turns. These were chiefly due, in 
Secretary Shaw's opinion to the 
great demands of the manufacturers 


shops, and in part to the general 
prosperity wuich led to an increase 
in the importation of manufactures 
and luxuries.” In this connection it 
is to be noted that the total value of 
so-called “raw materials” imported 
for manufacturing purposes, amounted 
to $375,150,947, which was an increase 
of $47,494,550 over the total impor- 
tations of the same classes of mer- 
chandise in the preceding year. The 
value of partly manufactured ma- 
terials, to be used in manufactures, 
amounted to $114,320,720, being an in- 
crease of $23,202,726 over the imports

A general 
alarm was sent out and all officers on 
duty were notified to look out for the
